"We ended up talking to everyone from the 
athletic director to the principal. It came together rather 
quickly,'' Johnson said.

Helicopters Take Flight at Mattapoisett Library

It's not every day you walk into the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library and see helicopters flying around, 
but on Tuesday, July 31, that's exactly what happened. 
The helicopters were part of Dr. Martin Hudis' Extreme 
Engineering program for children. 

"The whole takeaway of this program is that 
science can be fun," said Dr. Hudis, who holds a Ph.D in 
physics and teaches at UMass Dartmouth. "The activities 
were about having fun and not realizing that you're 
learning." 

Tuesday evening was the final of a four-part 
series in which Hudis instructed 12 students in grades 
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4-6 valuable lessons in math, science, engineering and 
technology. On the final evening, the children and their 
parents gathered around to see if their hard work paid off. 

One of the tasks the children were given in week 
3 was to construct a helicopter landing pad that could 
hold a remote controlled helicopter for 30 seconds and 
also withstand a significant amount of weight. The 
students divided into groups to design and construct the 
landing pads. 

The catch, however, is that they had to use the 
materials they were given in a brown paper bag. The 
materials included 3x5 inch index cards, a ruler, bamboo 
poles and tape. The landing pads had to be between one 
and two feet tall.

"What was really interesting is that we had four 
really different designs/' said Hudis. 'They all had good 
clever approaches. They all thought about it very hard, 
looked at all the materials and thought how they could 
utilize it." 

After the landing pad tests, the students 
dispersed around the library for a variety of different 
activities which all included maneuvering the remote 
controlled helicopters in different scenarios. While each 
activity boasted a different outcome, the underlying 
lesson was the same. 

'We are trying to show the students that science 
and math are fun and if they get interested at this age, 
history says they'll keep following it," said Hudis. "We 
also want to show that girls are just as involved in science 
and math as boys are. It's no longer a male-dominated 
field." 

For the students, their favorite part of the evening 
was trying to destroy their helicopter pads. They stacked 
on the books until each of the pads collapsed. Only one 
of the four pads remained in tact when six books were 
placed on top of it. When Hudis sees the kids getting 
excited and hears their cheers, he knows his work is done. 

"I like watching kids getting excited about it, that 
it's fun, that it's not just a geeky kind of thing, and that if 
it's something that you really enjoy, you should pursue 
it," he said. "It's amazing what you can pick up from 
this. You don't realize it but two to three months later.

How To Stay Safe At Home

Marion Police responded to a reported breaking 
and entering on Wednesday, July 25, at about 11:00 am 
on Ichabod Lane. According to the police, the suspected 
burglar was a white male in his late teens to early 20s 
with long, blonde hair pulled back into a ponytail. 

The suspect escaped on foot and police with 
canines were unable to find him. Prior to the break-in, a 
caller on Pinewood Drive reported seeing a man by that 
description exit a blue sedan driven by another person 
and walk in the direction of Ichabod Lane. Marion Police 
Department was unable to provide any new information, 
as they do not comment on ongoing investigations. 

This was a textbook example of burglary. Most 
break-ins happen in broad daylight, usually while the 
occupants of the home are working. Often times, the 
burglars will check out the neighborhood first and watch 
the daily habits of the residents. 

Burglars might be in the house for a minute or 
two, but generally they don't stick around for too long. 
They're not likely to haul away your flat-screen, either. 
Most burglaries amount to less than $3,000 in damages 
because the looter is usually looking for smaller-ticket 
items, like portable electronics such as: iPods, cash.

Shackleton's Tale Becomes Business Lesson

Over 100 people came to the Marion Music Hall 
on Thursday evening, July 26 to hear Margot Morrell, 
author of Shackleton's Way, retell the story of the legendary 
Antarctic explorer and explain how today's business 
leaders can learn from his leadership style. 

A short video and a slide presentation told the 
story of Ernest Shackleton's 1914-1916 expedition on 
the ship Endurance, which was crushed between two ice 
flows, stranding the 28 men for almost two years. 

"There was no contact with the outside world and 
it was like being on the moon," said Morrell, a New York 
Times best-selling author. She read from diary entries 
written by both Shackleton and crew members which

showed the many facets of his personality. 

"He was described as a Viking with a mother's 
heart/' said Morrow. ''He constantly worked at keeping 
morale up in creative ways." 

The men lived in tents and ate penguins and seals 
along with rations from the ship. To lift spirits, Shackleton 
would have the men write short notes and deliver them 
to each crewmember on their birthday, like getting cards 
in the mail. Dog sled races were held and other physical 
activities were offered to keep the men fit and busy. 

A sing-along was often held at night and a 
banquet, of sorts, was held on the shortest day of the year. 
The men also built a large snow maiden. 

"She was well endowed by nature," joked 
Morrow. "It was these small morale boosters and constant 
application of small corrections, unnoticed by nearly 
everyone, yet very potent in their cumulative effect." 

Morrow's point was that the saying 'leaders are 
born and not made' is untrue. Shackleton was an unlikely 
leader until circumstances thrust him into a life or death 
situation in one of the harshest environments on the 
planet. 

Shackleton was a master at reading personality 
types and mixed and matched crew members so they 
could work together more effectively. He took the three 
most difficult personalities and lived with them in his 
own tent. He focused on each person's strengths and 
complimented them often and didn't get bogged down by

their weaknesses. 

Shackleton was a researcher and prior to leaving 
on the voyage he read up on and purchased the latest in 
navigation, nutrition, camera equipment, and top quality 
instruments and products. 

Morrow said she stumbled onto a book on 
Shackleton back in the 1980s when she was dating a sailor 
and they were browsing in a bookstore. 

'It was total serendipity ... one of those life 
changing moments that happen on the spur of the 
moment,'' she said. 

Morrow concluded with a favorite quote by 
Shackleton. "Optimism is true moral courage."

Mattapoisett Library Dedicates Marine Room

Mattapoisett is a community that is rich in 
marine history, and now residents have a go-to place 
to learn about the rich, nautical culture thanks to a new 
room that was recently dedicated at the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library On Thursday, July 26, the Howard 
Stillman Bates Marine Room opened its doors to the 
public at its opening reception. 

"It's very exciting,'' said Library Trustee Building 
Committee Member Seth Mendell. "It's quite a project." 

Dozens of people gathered inside the new room 
to check out historic reading materials and art displays 
in a room with hunter green and mahogany tones, giving 
the feel of a sailboat. The room, which is named after a 
Mattapoisett resident who loved the water during the 
1950s and 1960s as an avid sailor, has been in the making 
for nearly 11 years. 

"When we put the library together some 11 years 
ago, one of the things we wanted was a marine room to 
be able to collect research materials about Mattapoisett," 
said Mendell. "It was a long project. We had to raise 
money, design it and get a contractor." 

The room began its construction when the library 
underwent its $5.5 million construction. Bates' foundation 
donated the majority of the money for the project. 
However, when the library opened its doors in 2008, the 
room was far from complete.

"In July 2008, we had a formal dedication for the 
library/' Mendell said. 'The problem was at the time, this 
room only had grey metal shelves and didn't look like 
what we wanted it to look like." 

For the next four years, the committee continued 
work on the room, gathering artwork from A.D. Tinkham 
and Peter McGowan. A beautiful wooden meeting table is 
the centerpiece of the room where library patrons can sit 
and learn about Mattapoisett's boating culture. 

"There's not a lot of marine history from the 20th 
century in the library," said Mendell. "We wanted a place 
where archives and material about these people could be 
put and that was the reasoning for this room."

CAT IN THE CRATE 

Getting my cat in the crate to take him to the vet is a 
traumatic event for both of us. Any suggestions? 

There isn't any w^ay to reliably w^in this contest. A 
few hints: 

Use an airline kennel from a pet shop. A card- 
board box just won't work. Bring the kennel out 
from it's storage spot days before your vet visit 
so the cat gets used to it and isn't immediately 
sensing that a trip to the vet is upcoming. Put the 
cat in a bathroom or other small room without 
beds to hide under. If your first attempt at plac- 
ing the cat in the crate either head first or hind 
feet first is unsuccessful, wrap the cat in a towel 
and then put the towel and the cat in the crate.

"Sailing is something that is so ingrained in the 
culture here on the South Coast/' said gallery Sales and 
Creative Director Kate Levin. "It helped introduce New 
Bedford to the world and the world to New Bedford." 

One of the featured artists of the new gallery 
show is photographer and Marion resident Anne T. 
Converse. 

"Fve always photographed sailing, while living 
here," Converse said. "Fve had a camera since I was a kid. 
At eight, I had my first Brownie." 

Converse has had a rich life photographing the 
world, from the natural beauty of the South Coast to the 
whimsy and mystery of Nepal. The work she submitted 
for the gallery show represents a long history of shooting 
sailing races. Converse self -published a book of these 
images in 2001, named Wood, Wind and Water: A Story Of 
The Opera House Cup Race of Nantucket, which chronicles 
her fascination with a race that began in 1973 with about 
13 boats.

"I had begun attending the races in the mid-80s. I 
had friends who raced," she said. 

Her father, who died when she was very young, 
was an avid sailor, and the hobby extended to other 
members of her family, as well. Photographing sailing 
was a marriage of two roots that run deep within her. 

"She was a natural choice. Anne is a very well- 
known photographer around the South Coast," said 
Levin.

As a large wave rises up, a sailboat aims for its heart, 
riding a foamy, marbled ocean swell, splashes exploding 
from the impact.

Rochester Approves Wind Project Plan 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Rochester Board of Selectmen voted to 
approve a new wind power project for the town that 
would be effective in 2013. The decision was made at the 
board's regular meeting on Monday, July 30. 

"It's a win- win for everybody," said Town 
Administrator Rich LaCamera. 

The project, which is the same one that Marion 
signed last week at their meeting on Tuesday, July 24, 
would provide a renewable source of energy for the town 
and would save the town 20-30% annually on electric 
bills. 

Keith Mann of Future Generations is the Project 
Manager and owns the land in Plymouth where the

wind farm would be located. The project proposes four 
wind turbines that would sell their energy to NSTAR in 
the form of net meter credits. NSTAR would then bill the 
towns at a discounted rate. The towns would pay 80% of 
the bill, and NSTAR would pay back 20-30% for the towns 
to keep in a fund each month. 

Due to the time it takes to manufacture the 
turbines, the project will not begin until 2013. 

In other news, the board voted to draft to requests 
for proposals for a new town hall and for various road 
improvements. According to LaCamera, there are $5 
million worth of road improvements to be made in the 
town and nowhere near enough money in the town's 
budget to make them.

"There's no way under the current tax structure 
that we can pay for that/' he said. 

LaCamera suggested applying for a grant that 
would help fix the roads and the town wouldn't have to 
pay any money back until 2014. Additionally LaCamera 
suggested drafting plans for a new town hall that would 
be located on Dexter Lane between the Police Department 
and the Council on Aging. 

In order to maintain the current building, 
regardless of whether or not a new building is 
constructed, there are approximately $250,000 worth of 
repairs to be made to the structure's windows, siding 
and trim. The town hopes to repair the building so other 
departments in the town could use it for years to come. 

'The goal needs to be to protect this building 
because if we don't, we are going to lose it," said 
LaCamera. 

One road that could see improvement sooner 
rather than later is County Road after the Selectmen voted 
to approve a grant proposal to be submitted to the South 
Coast Railway Technical Assistance Fund. The grant 
would research ways County Road could be improved. 

Selectman Brad Morse said the goal is to have 
the status of County Road upgraded so it could receive 
more federal funding. The grant proposal will be signed 
by both Marion and Wareham and will be drafted by 
Marion's grant writers.

Main Street Garage Issue Tabled 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals held 
a public hearing on Thursday, July 26 regarding the 
application of Sanford J. Russell, Jr., who would like to 
replace a carport with a garage, remove a retaining wall, 
relocate and expand a boulder retaining wall, reconstruct 
part of the driveway, and install a trench drain at 5 Main 
Street. 

Architect Will Saltonstall, who designed the 
proposed garage, spoke on behalf of Russell. 

"They are proposing to build a two-car garage. It

various things," he said. The building is listed as a storage 
garage on the application. 

Saltonstall indicated that there is a significant 
drop-off in elevation toward the rear of the property near 
the water, and would be powered only by electricity. No 
hookups for sewer or water have been proposed. 

Abutter William Rogerson, who lives at 9 Main 
Street, said that he believed the proposed height of 25 feet 
is too tall. 

'Tf you look around the neighborhood, most of 
the buildings aren't that high,'' he said. Rogerson was 
also worried about wind tunnel effects sweeping through 
the neighborhood as a result of the garage's proximity to a 
shed on his property. 

Gordon Goodwin, of 5 Hiller Street, was also 
concerned about effects of construction on his property. 

"The problem that we're dealing with now is that 
we don't have a view of the foundation, in relation to the 
proximity of the footing of the property," he said. "I'm 
worried that our property will be significantly excavated 
in order for them to get a footing." 

He asked that Saltonstall provide some 
illustration to better disclose how his property may be 
affected. 

"I haven't seen drawings of the footings myself, 
yet, but we'll share them with you as part of this process," 
Russell said in response to Goodwin's concerns. 

Hugh Dyer of 6 Main Street was also on hand to 
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add his thoughts to the public record. 

"In my view, it is more non-conforming than the 
existing structure/' Dyer said, citing the size and volume 
of the proposed garage and the increase in the footprint of 
the building as problematic. 

ZBA Chairman Bob Wedge said that while the 
size of the building could be considered more non- 
conforming, the movement of the footprint back from the 
existing location creates less non-conformity. 

"You can extend that line back as far as you need 
as long as you don't exacerbate the problem," Wedge said. 

Due to the amount of questions and concerns 
raised by neighbors. Wedge suggested that the Russells 
and Saltonstall table the discussion so that they may meet 
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with the abutters for clarification. 

"I feel like this is moving in a positive direction, 
so you can facilitate more communication/' Wedge said. 

The ZBA voted unanimously to table the hearing 
until their next meeting on August 9 at 7:30 pm at the 
Town Hall. 

Commission Member Resigns 

Marion Conservation Commission 
By Eric TripoH 

Wendy Carreau of the Marion Conservation 
Commission announced her resignation during the 
Commission's regular meeting on Wednesday, July 25. 
She will be stepping down to an associative role with the 
Commission effective immediately. She did not indicate 
the reasons for her resignation. 

In the first public hearing, James Turschmann 
from CLE Engineering spoke on behalf of Sam and 
Theresa Barrington of 22 Point Road, who would like to 
install concrete access panels from the shoreline to mean 
low water to ease swimmers' access over the intertidal 
cobble. 

Commission Clerk Norman Hills brought up the 
issue of how they intend to get heavy equipment to the 
site, as access from Point Road is inadequate. 

"You're going to have to access across the beach. 
That means you're going to have to cut across two jetties," 
Hills said. The Commission referenced the notice of intent 
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but it did not detail that aspect of the project. 

''They are going to have to make sure they don't 
disturb any of the vegetation/' said member Joel Hartley, 
citing the appearance of plant life close to the site in the 
aerial photos supplied with the plan. 

The Commission voted in favor of the plan, to 
which they added an order of conditions concerning 
the length of the walkway and the disturbance of native 
vegetation. 

The Conservation Commission also heard from 
Dave Davignon of Schneider and Associates on behalf of 
George and Lois Graboys of 95 Holly Road, who would 
like to install a boardwalk on their property with a 
storage platform for kayaks or canoes.

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''We'll be using portable machinery [for 
installation]. It's essentially a tri-pod with the drill in 
the center," said Davignon. There would be no heavy 
equipment required, allowing for the vegetation around 
the marsh near the property to remain undisturbed. 

Most of the questions from the Commission dealt 
with the types of materials used to construct the walkway 
and storage platform, which will be largely made out of 
pressure-treated wood. Environmental contamination 
would be kept at a minimum. 

"All of the timber we're using is going to be 
above the waterline," said Davignon, though there may 
be some wood drilled into the land nearby. 

"We can change those supports to a more green 
material," Davignon said. 

The hearing was continued until the next meeting 
of the Conservation Commission on August 8. 

The Commission also held a public hearing 
regarding a notice of intent filed by Sanford Russell, Jr., of 
5 Main Street. Russell would like to replace a carport with 
a garage, remove a retaining wall, relocate and expand a 
boulder retaining wall, reconstruct part of the driveway 
and install a trench drain. 

Dave Davignon represented Russell at the 
meeting and was met with several concerns about the 
plan from abutting residents. 

William Rogerson, of 9 Main Street, said that 
more residents in the neighborhood should have been 
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notified. He also said that the storm water drain under the 
proposal is actually on public land. 

"You have a drain for a private residence located 
about six or seven feet into the public way/' he said. 

Rogerson did not believe that the drain should be 
covered under any special provisions because it would 
not be located on private land. He was also worried about 
the possibility of flooding due to the lack of gutters on the 
proposed garage. He was also concerned that the plans 
didn't include details about the vegetation that may have 
to be removed or the material used for the foundation of 
the garage. 

Hugh Dyer of 6 Main Street also took issue with 
the plan for the drainage system. He said that he believed 
it would negatively impact local flooding. 

In response, Davignon assured the audience 
and the Commission that they would review the list of 
notified abutters and make sure that all required notices 
are sent out. He also agreed to develop a leaching system 
for emergency overflow of rainwater. The Commission 
voted in favor of Davignon' s request that the hearing be 
continued until August 8. 

In other business, the Conservation Commission 
voted to continue the fourth hearing on their agenda, 
regarding a notice of intent filed by Investors Fund Trust 
to construct a roadway, cul-de-sac, and storm water 
management systems to service two single-family houses 
on River Road. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission will be held on Wednesday, August 8, at 7:00 
pm at the Town House.

making quite a name for themselves in only their second 
year of existence after a strong showing in tournaments 
this season. 

'It's a tremendous accomplishment for these 
kids to go into these tournaments holding their own, not 
just competing, but playing for championships against 
much larger programs,'' 
said ORLL President Peter 
Johnson. 

Little League 
was founded in 1939 in 
Williamsport, PA. Since then, 
it has grown into the largest 
youth sports program in the 
world with more than 2.8 
million players and 1 million 
volunteers in more than 100 
countries. 

Here in the Tri- 
Town, ORLL is comprised 
of children from Marion 
and Mattapoisett. Since 

Rochester has their own program, ORLL is only drawing 
in a little over 200 players each year for five different age 
groups. 

When going up against larger towns in their 
district, such as Middleboro, Lakeville and Barnstable, 
one would think that ORLL would be at a disadvantage 
since their selection pool is much smaller. But in this 
case, it's quality, not quantity. 

"I think it's a real good testament to the caliber 
of play the kids have been able to put on the field," said 
Johnson. 

This season, ORLL fielded five tournament 
teams, and they all proved they are a force to be 
reckoned with in their district. Each team is organized 
by age, and with ORLL, there are 8U, 9U, lOU, IIU 
and 12U squads. Three of those teams competed in 
the district championships. The lOU team defeated 
Wareham to advance to the finals, only to be defeated 
by Lakeville, who eventually went on to win the state 



Championships. 

The teams play in several tournaments each 
season, including one of the largest ones in Sandwich. 
This year, ORLL defeated Walpole, Westwood and 
Braintree — teams with a much closer proximity to the 
city and a much wider variety of players. The teams 
have also played in more local tournaments in Fairhaven 
and Acushnet, where the 12U and IIU teams placed 
second and the 9U team won. 

So what has been ORLL's key to success? 
"I think it's a combination of a lot of things," 
said Johnson. "Most of the success falls on the kids. Even 
though baseball is a team sport, it's also an individual 
sport at the same time. Our kids have developed into 
quality baseball players over the years. And not only are 
they quality individual players, but they're quality team 
players as well." 

Additionally, Johnson cites the sacrifice of 
parents to make time for 3-4 practice days each week 

and the dedication of the 
coaches, who volunteer their 
time to get their teams ready 
for each tournament. From 
the get-go in March with 
planning the season through 
the entire summer, the need 
for volunteers never ceases 
in ORLL. 

But the parents and 
volunteers don't mind, 
because they know at the 
end of the day, the kids are 
walking away from the field 
with more than just baseball 

skills. 

"Most of what they will take away is 
camaraderie, team play and values," said Johnson. "I 
always stress that if you go out there and play your 
hardest and give it your all, then you can walk away 
proud." 

Looking forward to the future, John said ORLL 
hopes to grow in strength and numbers, perhaps 
eventually adding Rochester to the program so they 
can become even more competitive. But for now, ORLL 
is relishing in their newly found success as one of the 
youngest programs in Little League. 

"There was a time a couple years back that there 
was no ORLL," said Johnson. "But now in two short 
years, when we go into tournaments now, they know 
who we are, and they're keeping an eye on us. That is 
a tremendous tip of the hat from our competitors to 
acknowledge we have a good program here and that our 
kids are very competitive."

Moonrtse Kingdom, Starring Bruce Willis and Bill Mur- 
ray. Directed by Wes Anderson. Running time: 94 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Since at least Rushmore, Wes Anderson has not 
made movies so much as storybooks in motion, and 
Moonrise Kingdom may be his purest storybook yet. The 
movie teems with characters yet is modestly scaled; like 
Anderson's previous film. Fantastic Mr. Fox, it doesn't em- 
ploy the super- wide compositions that had been Ander- 
son's trademark. It looks boxier, homier, warmer. Every- 
thing is at a slight, sly remove, indicating that this isn't 
serious business — it's storytime, nobody's in real danger, 
and things will end as they should. Anderson and co- 
writer Roman Coppola construct a story about true love, 
and because that love is between two 12-year-olds, it's not 
complicated, which it usually is in Anderson's films — it's 
innocent, optimistic, almost anarchic. These kids aren't 
tragic lovers, though; we feel that they're in benevolent 
hands. 

Sam Shakusky (Jared Gilman) ditches his Khaki 
Scout troop to be with Suzy Bishop (Kara Hayward), 
who likewise runs away from home. They meet in a field 
and take off for the woods, pursued by various worried 
adults: policeman Captain Sharp (Bruce Willis), who 
keeps the order on the island of New Penzance; Scout 
Master Ward (Edward Norton); and Suzy's parents, Walt 
and Linda (Bill Murray and Frances McDormand). There 
is some complicated love here: Captain Sharp and Linda 
are uneasily ending an affair. But they don't see them- 
selves in Sam and Suzy, which is a relief — Anderson isn't 
that obvious. The adults just want the kids to be safe back 
home — although Sam, an orphan whose most recent 
foster family has decided not to invite him back, doesn't 
really have a home. 

Sam and Suzy are described as "disturbed chil- 
dren," though they may simply be responding to their 
environments. Suzy's parents are troubled (and she has 
three brothers to contend with); Sam's parents are dead. 
Moonrise Kingdom is set in 1965, when the generation im- 




pacted by Dr. Spock 
had kids of their 
own and sought to 
understand them via 
pop psychology. As 
the movie presents it, 
though, it's simple: 
Sam and Suzy are 
unhappy alone and 
happy with each other. They sit in a tent while Suzy reads 
aloud from various storybooks; they dance on a beach 
and have their first kiss. Their journey is quietly idyl- 
lic, and the young actors play the kids deadpan enough 
that they're never insufferable. Anderson never oversells 
the beauty; his regular cinematographer Robert Yeoman 
provides his usual immaculate symmetrical compositions, 
with characters always framed dead center, surrounded 
by the retro tackiness of the mid-' 60s. 

Moonrise Kingdom works up to an apocalypse 
of sorts — a hurricane approaching New Penzance. Its 
arrival coincides with that of a lady from Social Services 
(Tilda Swinton), amusingly named only Social Services, 
who wants to put Sam in an orphanage. Social Services is 
this storybook's villain, worshipping rules and bureaucra- 
cy, ready to ruin Sam's life without even having met him. 
Swinton is in let's-have-fun mode here, and the others in 
the cast — especially Willis and Norton — seem relieved 
to be a part of something with some substance, something 
childlike but not childish. Like Spike Jonze' Where the Wild 
Things Are, the film is about kids but is not really a kids' 
movie. 

In the summer of big, expensive superhero flicks, 
Moonrise Kingdom evokes awe, wonder and the magic of 
escapism in a much smaller and more precious way. It 
does Wes Anderson good to get outside: filming around 
Narragansett Bay, he inhales some fresh air and gets out 
of the rectangular confines of his past work. If Ander- 
son's films have been about anything, it's the importance 
of breaking out of damaging routines: unhappy adults 
come to a crossroads and decide a change is needed. Here, 
in the first scenes, we see what it might be like to grow 
up inside a Wes Anderson film. Like their earlier adult 
counterparts, the kids grow to embrace mess, feeling, 
life outside the manicured interiors. They also have their 
whole lives ahead of them, which makes this Anderson's 
most honestly hopeful work yet.

Around him are 
shown three fish native to Buzzards Bay: a scup, a striped 
bass and a bluefish. Notice also the catboat, compass rose. 
Seal of the Church, Great Seal of the Town of Mattapoisett 
and the whale — a reminder of Mattapoisett' s early 
connection with the whaling industry.
